LOCAL  HEALTH  (1999) 


The  estimated  population  of  Wymondham  Urban  District  in 
1959  was  compared  with  5>860  in  1958*  The  corrected 

birth  rate  (13*2)  was  lower  than  that  of  England  and  Wales 
(16,5)  while  the  corrected  death  rate  (11,6)  was  the  same  as 
the  corresponding  figure  for  England  and  Wales  (11,6),  The 
infant  mortality  rate  was  41*1  (three  infant  deaths)  compared 
with  22.0  (a  new  low  record)  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 


TETAHUS  LVMUHISATIOH. 


The  drama  of  tetanus  deaths  provides  good  material  for 
coroners*  comments  and  press  headlines.  Public  concern  over 
the  accident  of  tetanus  (for  accident  it  is)  is  thoroughly 
justified,  but  at  the  same  time  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
statistical  position  of  deaths  from  this  disease,  in  relation 
to  other  ''headline"  deaths,  3h.ould  not  be  put  in  its  proper 


place.  Here  is  a  comparative  list  of  deaths  in  England  and 
Wales  in  1957?  the  selected  causes  of  deaths  are  those  of 
particular  public  concern  at  the  present  time;

The  death  rate  is  50$  which  means  that  there  are  less 
than  100  cases  per  annum  in  England  and  Wales. 


The  risk  of  contracting  tetanus  in  Norfolk  is  rather 
higher  than  in  many  other  parts  of  England ;  the  actual  risk  in 
Norfolk  (Administrative  County)  is  about  1  in  65 ,000;  there 
were  7  cases  and  4  deaths  in  1958  and  6  cases  and  2  deaths  in 
1959. 


Needless  to  say  many  cases  of  tetanus  are  prevented  by  the 
injection  of  "ready-made"  protectors  (antibodies)  into  injured 
persons  shortly  after  an  accident.  Unfortunately  horse-serum 
is  a  necessary  component  of  this  injection  and  may  cause  severe 
reactions  in  those  allergic  to  serum?  moreover  a  protection  of 
this  sort  lasts  for  a  few  weeks  only.  Par  better  to  have  one's 
own  "tailor-made"  protection.  This  can  be  obtained  by  a  course 
of  injections  (three)  which  gives  protection  for  years  and.,  as 
serum  is  not  involved,  the  risk  of  unpleasant  reaction  is 
negligible. 


Anxiety  about  tetanus  is  hardly  comparable  with  anxiety 
about  a  communicable  disease  like  poliomyelitis.  The  incidence 
of  tetanus  is  relatively  low  and,  unlike  many  other  dangerous 
infections,  it  cannot  appear  in  epidemic  form?  moreover, 
certain  injuries  are  themselves  a  danger  warning  permitting  the 
timely  use  of  antitoxin  in  preventing  the  disease  becoming 
established. 


Luring  1959  there  was  a  general  broadening  of  tetanus 
immunisation  schemes  in  Area  5  to  cover  school  children  and 
those  exposed  to  special  risk.  At  school  booster  doses  are 
now  given  to  fortify  the  tetanus  protection  given  in  infancy 
and  primary  immunisations  offered  when  other  immunisations  are 
being  carried  out. 
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POLIOMYELITIS

The  notifications  of  poliomyelitis  in  1959  were  the 
lowest  recorded  during  the  past  13  years  in  England  and  Wales, 


Poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  instituted  in  1956. 


The  school  and  pre-school  population  in  Area  5  is 
approximately  9 >000.  The  number  of  children  vaccinated  in  this 
group,  since  the  introduction  of  the  vaccination  campaign  up  to 
December  1959,  was  7 >550*  Of  these,  5 >954  have  had  the  full 
course  (three  injections)  and  1,596  have  had  the  initial  two 
injections.  The  population  of  the  age  group  16  to  25  in  Area  5 
is  approximately  6,000.  In  this  group  620  have  had  the  full 
course  of  injections  and  1,296  have  had  two  injections.  The 
extension  of  the  vaccination  scheme  to  young  adults  was  made  in 
September  1958?  the  figures  shown  cover  the  period  from  that 
date  to  December  1959* 
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DYSENTERY 


During  the  past  six  years  the  incidence  of  dysentexy  of 
the  "Sonne"  type  has  shown  considerable  increase;  the  number 
of  notifications  for  England  and  Wales  has  fluctuated  between 
30,000  and  50,000  a  year.  Sonne  dysentery  is  a  winter  disease 
probably  for  the  reason  that  low  temperature  and  high  humidity 
favour  the  survival  of  the  bacillus  outside  the  body* 


The  incidence  of  the  infection  falls  most  heavily  on- 
children  under  15  years  of  age  and  this  fact  gives  rise  to  much 
difficulty  in  control.  It  is  not  easy  to  persuade  children  to 
keep  their  hands  clean  and  away  from  their  mouths;  as  personal 
contact  is  the  chief  means  of  the  spread  of  infection  and  as 
only  ci  small  dose  of  the  becillus  is  necessary  to  start  the 
illness  it  is  not  difficult  to  understand  hop;  whole  families 
bee  one  rapidly  infected.  Moreover,  mild  undetected  cases  may 
harbour  the  bacillus  for' weeks  after  recovery. 


The  detection  of  symptomless  excreters  (particularly  food 
handlers)  causes  much  inconvenience  to  the  public  and  considerable 
field  and  laboratory  work;  but  it  has  to  be  done  to  check  the 
spread  of  infection. 


The  greatest  weapon  in  the  avoidance  of  spread  is 
scrupulous  personal  hygiene.  This  means  cleanliness  of  body 
and  clothing  and,  above  all,  thorough  washing  of  the  hands 
after  each  visit  to  the  toilet.  Written  advice  on  precautions 
to  be  taken  are  issued  to  families  in  which  cases  occur;  food 
handlers  who  are  suspected  or  proved  carriers  are  excluded  from 
work. 


It  is  obvious  from  the  fore-going  that  good  environmental 
hygiene  -  particularly  where  schools  are  concerned  -  is  all 
important;  we  must  practice  what  we  preach  to  school  children 
if  they  are  not  to  view  their  school  sanitation  with  a 
questioning  (or  fearful)  eye. 


Once  Sonne  dysenteiy  becomes  established  in  an  urban 
community  it  is  very  difficult  to  eradicate.  In  the  autumn 
dysenteiy  appeared  in  epidemic  fom  in  Area  5  and  other  parts 
of  Norfolk.  Fortunately,  only  two  notifications  were  received 
from  Wymondham  District  during  1959* 


MENTAL  HEALTH  ACT,  1959. 


'Disorders  of  the  mind  are  illnesses  which  need  medical 
treatment.  Great  progress  has  been  made  during  the  present 
century  in  developing  methods  of  treatment  for  many  forms  of 
mental  disorder.  Even  when  the  disorder  cannot  be  completely 
cured,  it  is  often  possible  for  the  patient  to  live  a  happy  and 
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useful  life  in  spite  of  some  continuing  mental  ?/eakness.  This 
is  now  recognised  by  many  of  the  general  public  as  well  as  by 
those  who  are  directly  concerned  with  the  care  of  patients  and 
most  people  are  coming  to  regard  mental  illness  and  disability 
in  much  the  same  way  as  physical  illness  and  disability".  So 
reads  the  opening  paragraph  of  the  main  conclusions  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  the  Law  Relating  to  Mental  Illness  and 
Mental  Deficiency  in  a  Report  published  in  1957?  it  is  this 
acceptance  of  a  new  attitude  towards  mental  disorders  which  has 
found  expression  in  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959*  This  Act 
repeals  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  1890  to  1930,  and 
the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  1913  to  1938?  and  makes  fresh- 
provision  for  the  treatment  and  care  of  mentally  disordered 
persons,  their  property  and  affairs. 


In  future  all  hospitals  for  mentally  ill  patients  will  be 
know  as  "psychiatric  hospitals";  all  forms  of  mental  ill-health 
will  be  termed  "mental  disorder",  and,  under  the  Act,  all  terns 
such  as  "mental  defective",  "idiot",  "imbecile",  "feeble-minded", 
and  "moral  defective"  will  be  abolished. 


Under  the  1959  Act,  four  main  categories  of ’mentally 
disordered  patients  are  recognised  i.e.  those  suffering  from 
"Mental  illness",  "severe  subnormality",  "subnormality",  and 
"psychopathic  disorder". 


Long  hospitalisation  is  now  out  of  fashion  in  mental 
medicine  and  there  is  a  shift  of  emphasis  from  compulsory 
treatment  to  voluntary  treatment.  One  of  the  most  important 
provisions  of  the  new  Act  is  to  make  possible  the  admission 
and  discharge  of  many  cases  of  mental  disorder  without  constraint 
and  without  the  complications  of  legal  procedure.  The  magistrate 
will  no  longer  take  any  part  in  the  certification  of  insane 
persons;  the  procedure  for  compulsory  admission  to  hospital  will 
be  by  application,  with  the  recommendation  of  two  doctors,  one 
of  whom  has  been  registered  by  the  local  health  authority  as  a 
psychiatric  practitioner. 


FOOD  HYGIENE 


Even  when  environmental  hygiene  reaches  the  desired 
standard  we  are  still  left  with  the  greater  problem  of  personal 
hygiene,  *  Indeed,  good  environmental  hygiene  may  produce  a 
.false  sense  of  security  leading  to  failure  in  personal  care, 

Mr,  Morley  Harry,  the  Food  Hygiene  Advisory  Officer,  Ministry 
of  Health,  has  said  that  in  America  the  housewife  is  the  true 
guardian  of  the  family  health;  she  refuses  to  accept  food  fron 
premises  which  are  not,  to  the  naked  eye,  models  of  hygienic 
display.  The  management,  fully  alive  to  the  facts,  puts 
cleanliness  in  the  front  rank  of  their  advertising  and  selling 
methods..  Highly  polished  vans  manned  by  crews  clothed  from 
head  to  foot  in  angelic  Y/hiteness-  deliver  the  goods  to  the 
retailer;  goods  so  attractively  packaged  that  the  housewife 
feels  impelled  to  follow  them  into  the  shop  and  be  the  first 
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to  buy.  Nevertheless,  cases  of  food  poisoning  continue  to 
occur  because,  no  doubt,  the  habit  of  personal  hygiene  is  so 
difficult  to  acquire. 


Authority  is  bound  by  limitations  in  securing  the  freedom 
of  the  community  from  communicable  diseases;  after  that  it’s  up 
to  the  individual.  In  America,  at  any  rate,  the  housewife 
refuses  to  be  handed  a  doctor's  bill  (very  expensive)  with  the 
grocer's  invoice  and  it  is  significant  that  the  slogan  which 
most  appeals  to  her  is  "Protect  Yourself,  Yourself".  \7e  still 
have  a  long  way  to  go:  many  foods  capable  of  conveying  infection 
if  contaminated  are  still  found  insufficiently  protected  when 
displayed  by  retailers  and  the  dangerous  practice  of  using  hands 
instead  of  implements  when  selling  such  foods  continues  to  be 
widespread.

Ill  VITAL  STATISTIC  S 
(a)  Population 


The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  population  of 
Wymondham  Urban  District  at  5,840;  this  represents  a 
decrease  of  20  compared  with  estimated  population  for  1950* 


(b)  Births 


There  were  73  live  births  recorded  during  the  year, 

59  hoys  and  54  girls.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  12.5  per 
1,000  of  the  resident  population  compared  with  1 6.6  in  1958* 


(c)  Deaths 


The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  75  compared 
with  62  in  1958^  the  crude  death  rate  was,  therefore,  12,8 
compared  with  10.6  in  1958.  Deaths  from  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulation  (44) »  accounted  for  5 ¥f°  °f  all  deaths. 
Apart  from  three  deaths  in  early  infancy  there  were  no  deaths 
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under  the  age  of  40.  Forty-two  of  the  total  deaths  were  of 
persons  aged  seventy  or  over. 


(d)  Comparability  Factor 


The  comparability  factor  makes  an  approximate 
allov/ance  for-  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age  distribution 
of  the  local  population  differs  from  that  of  England  and 
Vales  as  a  whole.  Allowing  for  this  factor  the  adjusted 
birth  rate  for  Wymondham  District  thus  becomes  13.2 
compared  with  16.5  for  England  and  Vales  and  the  death  rate 
11.6.,  the.  same  rate  as  that  of  England  and  Wales. 


(e)  Infant  Mortality 

There  were  three  infant  deaths  (all  caused  by  congenital 
conditions  incompatible  with  life).  The  infant  death  rate 
(deaths  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  live  births)  was, 
therefore,  41*4  compared  with  22.0  for  England  and  Wales. 


Year  after  year  the  infant  death-rate  in  England  and 
Wales  reaches  a  new  low  record.  In  1959  the  infant 
mortality  rate  was  22,0.  If  this  figure  is  to  be  reduced 
to  the  lowest  possible  level  the  exact  time  factor  of 
death  during  the  first  52  weeks  of  life  becomes  of 
importance;  moreover  the  causes  of  stillbirths  also 
require  study.  For  this  reason  the  Ministry  of  Health  now 
requires  additional  returns  relating  to  infant  deaths: 
deaths  of  infants  during  the  first  four  weeks  (Neo-natal 
mortality) ;  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week( early  neo-natal 
mortality);  still  births  plus  deaths  under  one  week  (perinatal 
mortality) • 


IF  COMMUNE! ABLE  DISEASES 


(a)  Thirty  cases  of  communicable  diseases  were  notified  by 
general  practitioners  during  1.959:  these  included  13  cases 
of  measles,  five  of  scarlet  fever,  two  of  dysenteiy  and  six 
of  food  poisoning.  There  was  only  one  case  of  whooping 

c  ough, 

(b)  Diphtheria 

The  district  remaind  free  from  this  disease  and  primary 
immunisation  of  infants  by  inoculation  continued  at  a 
satisfactory  level  during  1959*  Because  of  the  urgency  of 
the  poliomyelitis  campaign,  diphtheria  booster  doses  for 
school  children  were  reduced  below  the  normal  level  but  this 
is  being  rectified  in  I960. 

(c )  Poliomyelitis 


No  cases  we re  notified.  3 >490  persons  were  given 
primary  immunisation  and  5 >502  persons  received  booster 
doses  during  1959  in  Area  5* 
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Statistical  details  of  poliomyelitis  vaccinations 
from  1956  to  1959  are  shown  in  Table  21  of  the  appendix  to 
this  Report, 

(d)  Scarlet  Fever 


Five  cases  were  notified.  This  disease  continues  to 
appear  in  its  present-day  mild  foim,  i.e.  a  fairly  short 
illness  characterised  by  a  sore  throat  and  rash  and 
generally  without  complications. 


( e )  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  (Table  20 ) . 

The  satisfactory  vaccination  rate  in  Y/ymondham 
District  continued  to  be  maintained,  9 2/!>  of  children  in 
the  0-4  age  group  were  vaccinated  during  1959* 


(f)  Food  Poisoning 

Six  cases  of  infection  with  food  poisoning  organisms 
were  notified.  There  was  a  family  outbreak  (four  cases) 
and  a  further  case  was  a  contact  of  this  family.  No 
evidence  could  be  obtained  regarding  the  origin  of  the 
infection.  The  sixth  case  was  that  of  a  three-year  old 
girl;  no  ether  members  of  her  family  were  infected. 


V  TETANUS 

As  reported  in  the  introduction  to  the  Report,  action 
was  taken  in  1959  to  widen  the  immunisation  service  (school 
children  in  particular)  by  the  inclusion  of  primary  tetanus 
immunisation  and  booster  doses  for  children  already  immunised 
in  infancy.  Table  25  in  the  appendix  to  this  Report  shows  a 
record  of  work  under  this  heading. 


VI  TUBERCULOSIS 


In  England  and  Y/ales  the  dramatic  fall  in  the  number 
of  annual  deaths  from  tuberculosis  continues.  Notifications 
also  continue  to  decline  steadily.  In  1948  the  death  rate, 
pc-r  100,000  living,  of  males  in  the  15-30  age  group  was  52. 
That  figure  has  nor;  been  reduced  to  2.  For  females  the 
death  rate  was  78  and  this  figure,  too,  has  been  reduced  to 
2.  This  statistical  pattern  is  found  in  all  the  younger 
ago  groups.  Taking  the  ten  year  period  1948  to  1958  the 
fall  in  notifications  is  45  per  cent. 


At  the  present  time  the  accepted  method  of  control 
within  the  community  is  case  finding  by  mass  radiography  and 
B.C.G,  vaccination  of  school-leavers;  this  procedure  is 
followed  in  your  District.  For  obvious  reasons  the  main 
reservoirs  of  infection  are  found  today  in  the  older  age 
groups , 

In  Y.ymondham  District  there  was  one  notification  of 
tuberculosis  during  1959*  Details  of  notifications  during 
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the  past  five  years  are  shown  in  Table  18  of  the  appendix 
to  this  Report* 


VII  CAHCER 

The  number  of  cancer  deaths  in  Wymondham  District 
was  17  compared  with  14  in  195©?  that  is  to  say,  the 
cancer  deaths  were  approximately  23%  of  total  deaths  - 
higher  than  the  yearly  average  (Table  24).  Of  the  -total 
cancer  deaths,  four  (three  males  and  one  female)  were 
caused  by  cancer  of  the  lung*  The  yearly  average  of  lung 
cancer  deaths  in  the  district  during  the  previous  six 
years  is  two.  The  national  deaths  from  lung  cancer 
continue  to  rise. 


VIII  HOUSING 

Detailed  information  of  work  under  the  Housing  Acts 
is  contained  in  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Report 
(appended). 


Action  taken  with  regard  to  housing  in  1959  is 
described  in  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  Report 
(appended) . 


The  grouped  dwellings  scheme  for  elderly  people  at 
Standley  Court  Estate  continued  to  give  further  proof  of 
success  throughout  the  year  and  the  value  of  the  warden’ s 
welfare  work  was  again  demonstrated.  This  social  service 
is  almost  certain  to  prove  the  most  important  contribution 
to  the  happiness  and  sense  of  security  of  the  elderly  in 
your  district.  Our  services  for  the  elderly  should  now  be 
comparable  with  those  provided  for  the  young  for  the  reason 
that  in  eveiy  100  people  there  are  now  fourteen  pensioners 
comparedwith  eight  pre-school  children  and  sixteen  school 
children. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  live  applications 
for  Council  dwellings  stood  at  ninety-nine.  Of' these, 
twenty-five  are  applications  by  elderly  persons  wanting 
bungalows;  fifty-one  are  for  family  houses  and  tv/ enty -three 
for  families  who  are  childless. 


Eight  new  Council  dwellings  wore  built  in  1959  and 
twenty -eight  private  dwel lings,

IX  WATER  SUPPLIES 


A  further  improvement  to  the  water  supply  of  the 
District  was  the  extension  of  the  water  main  to  the  Suton 
area. 

Bacteriolo  ical  tests  continued  to  be  made  during  the 
year  and  gave  satisfactory  results.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Further  good  progress  was  made  with  the  scheme  for 
the  extension  of  the  Dereham  Road  Sewage  Disposal  Works; 
at  the  time  of  writing  this  Report  the  constructional 
work  is  "being  carried  out* 


XI  CONCLUSION 


It  has  been  said  that  we  are  presented  with  three 
health  services  rather  than  one,  all  acting  independently, 
i,e.  the  general  practitioner  service,  the  Regional 
Hospital  Boards  and  the  Local  Authority  Services,  However 
this  may  be  I  should  like  to  record  here  my  acknowledgement 
and  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  in  local  authority 
work  of  the  general  practitioners  in  Area  5  particularly 
in  the  rapidly  expanding  xiork  of  immunisation. 


I  wish  to  thank  the  Chaiiman,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council,  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for 
their  continued  support  and  encouragement  and  for  the 
efficient  help  .given  me  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  Council  staff,  and  by  the  Clerical  staff  at  the 
Health  Office,  Norwich.

Total  Housing  Accommodation  in  the  District. 

At  the  31st  March,  i960,  the  total  number  of  dwellings  in  the  Uiban  Area 
was  2,043,  including  82  dwellings  occupied  in  connection  with  a  business, 
i.e.  shops,  licensed  premises  and  hotels. 

The  total  number  of  dwellings  owned  by  the  Council  was  6l 6  which  is 
equivalent  to  30/°  of  the  total. 

House  Purchase  and  Housing  ^ct ,  1959. 

Grants  for  modernising  and  improving  Housing  Accommodation. 


On  the  14th  June  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959  came  into 
operation.  The  Act  marked  a  further  stage  in  the  development  of  the 
Government's  policy  of  encouraging  house  ownership  and  raising  housing  standards. 


The  Act  retained  the  existing  system  of  grants  under  which  a  local 
authority  could  make  grants  of  up  to  a  maximum  of  £400  per  dwelling  for  improve¬ 
ments  including  the  conversion  and  adaption  of  larger  houses  and  other  buildings. 

These  grants  are  now  known  as  Discretionary  Grants  and  are  payable  at  the 
discretion  of  the  local  authority.  The  Council  must  be  satisfied  that  the 
property  will  have  a  useful  life  of  at  least  30  years.  The  1959  Act  introduced 
a  new  system  of  grants  known  as  Standard  Grants.  These  are  available  towards 
the  cost  of  improving  a  house  which  lacks  certain  standard  amenities  such  as  a 
bath,  W.C. ,  or  hot  water  system.  They  are  specially  intended  to  help  the 
modernisation  of  houses  which  can  be  equipped  with  these  amenities  without  the 
necessity  for  structural  additions  involving  much  building  work.  These  Standard  Grant 
are  a  new  form  of  improvement  grant  which  can  be  claimed  as  of  right :  the  grant 
cannot  be  refused,  provided  the  conditions  of  payment  are  satisfied. 

The  total  number  of  houses  improved  by  way  of  grant  under  the  1949  Act  and 
by  way  of  Discretionary  Grants  under  the  1959  Act  up  to  the  31st  December,  1959 
was  6l  and  the  total  amount  advanced  by  way  of  grant  was  £14,445.  The  average 
grant  per  dwelling  was  £236.  1 6.  Od. 

An  application  for  a  Standard  Grant  was  approved  in  connection  with 
improvements  to  one  house.  The  work  was  completed  and  a  grant  of  £105  paid  for 
provision  of  bath,  wash-basin  and  hot  water  supply.

At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  discretionary  -grants  had  been  approved 
and  work  was  in  hand  on  the  adaption  and/or  improvements  of  a  further  5  dwellings. 


There  must  be  a  very  large  number  of  houses  in  the  town  eligible  for  a 
standard  grant  and  in  view  of  the  publicity  given  to  this  matter  on  radio  and 
television  and  in  newspapers  and  periodicals  it  is  difficult  to  understand  the 
very  limited  response  from  owners  of  property.

Private  Development. 

Work  proceeded  during  the  year  on  the  erection  of  bungalows  by  private 
enterprise  on  the  site  provided  by  the  Council  at  Orchard  way.  At  the  close  of 
the  year  13  bungalows  were  completed  and  occupied,  one  bungalow  was  nearing 
completion  and  plans  had  been  approved  for  a  bungalow  to  be  erected  on  the 
remaining  plot.

There  is  almost  an  absence  of  readily  available  building  land  for  the 
requirements  of  private  enterprise,  and  the  Council  has  opened  negotiations  for 
purchase  of  land  with  frontage  to  Norwich  Road  andFolly  Road.  Unfortunately  the 
sites  are  Charity  Land  and  the  negotiations  are  likely  to  be  protracted. 

The  development  of  further  land  to  the  north  of  the  Town  has  been  the  subject 
of  negotiations  with  the  County  Planning  Officer  and  the  proposals  of  this  latter 
officer  are  awaited.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Town  Supply.

The  statutory  supply  area  of  the  Urban  Council  '-s  water  undertaking  is  the 
whole  of  the  Urban  District  and  approximately  950  acres  within  the  Rural  District 
of  Porehoe  &  Henstead.  In  addition  about  17,545,800  gallons  of  water  is  supplied 
i-n  bulk  to  the  latter  Rural  Council. 

The  total  mileage  of  mains  under  the  control  of  the  Council  is  23  miles. 

'  1  .  • 

The  Pumping  Station  is  situated  at  Wicklewood  in  the  Rural  District  of 
Forehoe  &  Henstead.  The  headworks  comprise  five  12"  boreholes-  approximately  300 
ft.  in  depth.  Sach  borehole  is  capable  of  yielding  10,000  gallons  per  hour.  The 
normal  average  rest  level  is  73' 7"  and  the  pumping  level  (at  8,000  g.p.h.)  93*8" . 
The  concrete  reservoir  has  a  capacity  of  240,000  gallons,  the  top  water-level  being 
226  ft.  above  ordnance,  datum.  The  water  is  softened,  aerated  and  chlorinated.  The 
capacity  of  the  "Permutit"  Base  Exchange  Softening  Plant  per  regeneration  was 
designed  for  101,800  gallons  of  raw  water  with  a  hardness  of  26.2  to  be  reduced  to 
zero  and  giving  an  output  of  139,00 0  gallons  of  blended  water  with  a  residual 
hardness  of  7  .  The  Council  decided  to  increase  the  residual  hardness  of  the  water 
in  order  to  conserve  salt  supplies  and  the  hardness  figure  is  now  9  .  Chlorination 
of  the  water  supply  is  by  an  automatic  gas  type  instrument  in  phase  with  the  pumps, 

■'**•'*  •.,■*  -  ‘  * 

During  ^j^p^ar  the  average  daily  output  of  the  pumping  station  was  266,928 

gallons  rising/peak  demand  periods  to  a  maximum  of  323,914  gallons. 

There  was  a  falling  off  of  the  efficiency  of  the  softening  plant  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  the  matter  was  being  taken  up  with  the  Permutit  Company. 

No. 2  pump  was  withdrawn  in  the  early  months  of  the  year.  This  was  returned  to 
the  makers  for  overhaul  and  subsequently  replaced. 

There  was  a  break-down  in  the  chlorination  plant  from  11th  December,  1959  to 
12th  January,  i960  and  during  this  period  seven  additional  samples  for 
bacteriological  examination  were  taken.  The  result  in  each  case  was  satisfactory. 

Three  fractures  in  the  mains  system  occurring  during  the  year;  repairs  were 
promptly  carried  out  with  a  minimum  of  inconvenience  to  consumers. 

A  contract  for  laying  approximately  3  miles  of  3"  diameter  asbestos  water 
mains  in  the  Suton  locality  was  completed  during  the  year  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  38  properties  had  been  connected  to  the  new  mains.  The  consumption  of  water 
in  the  extended  statutory  supply  area  and  including  Spooner  Row  has  previously  been 
in  the  region  of  5,040  gallons  per  day,  but  following  the  recent  extension  of  mains 
to  the  Suton  locality  the  consumption  rose  to  approximately  8,299  gallons  per  day.

„  ^Minister  consequently  put  forward  for  consideration  and  as  a  basis  for 
iurther  discussion  and  negotiations  suggestions  for  the  grouping  of  water 
undertakings  in  the  County  into  three  groups. 

The  Council's  undertaking  under  these  suggestions  was  included  in  the  southern 

group  comprising  the  Borough  of  Thetford,  four  Urban  Districts  and  A  Rural  Council 
areas. 


Meetings  are  now  taking  place  between  officers  of.  the  Councils  concerned  in  the 
sou  ern  group  for  the  purpose  of  collating  the  necessary  technical  and  financial 
m  orma  ion  to  enable  the  constituent  authorities  to  consider  the  matter  more  fully 
and  to  submit  proposals  which  can  be  put  forward  as  a  basis  on  which  an  Order 
constituting  a  water  Board  could  be  made. 

Sewerage  &  Be wage  Disposal. 

.  system  of  sewerage  in  the  Town  is  a  partially  separate  system.  It  was 

originally  intended  that  it  should  be  a  separate  system  but  a  considerable  amount 
ol  storm  water  now  finds  its  way  into  the  foul  sewers. 
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The.  sewage  disposal  works  are  situated  on  the  Dereham  Road  near  the  railway 
( Nymondham/Dereham  Line).  The  works  were  constructed  in  1  933  to  deal  with  an 
average  dry  weather  flow  of  72,000  gallons.  The  plant  is  badly  overloaded,  the 
present  dry  weather  flow  being  approximately  220,000  gallons  per  day. 

As  stated  in  the  last  annual  report  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
&  Local  Government  conducted  an  Informal  Inquiry  on  the  1  6th  December,  1958  in 
connection  with  the  Council's  proposals  to  extend  and  improve  the  sewage  v/orks. 

The  outcome  of  the  inquiry  was  that  the  Council  was  asked  to  submit  an  amended 
scheme.  In  November,  1959,  it  was  reported  that  Formal  Notice  of  Approval  of 
the  revised  proposals  for  extending  the  sewage  works  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
<£61,400  had  been  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Government .  At 
the  end  of  the  year  tenders  had  been  invited. 

In  the  spring  of  the  year  arrangements  were  made  with  a  local  farmer,  who 
had  previously  had  the  sludge  spread  on  his  land,  to  supply  straw  for  mixing  with 
the  sludge.  This  composting  of  the  sludge  was  found  to  be  a  great  improvement; 
it  assisted  in  the  drying  out  of  the  sludge  and  made  handling  easier  both  at  the 
v/orks  and  on  the  farm. 

A  complaint  was  received  that  sewage  was  being  discharged  from  the  storm 
water  outlet  into  an  open  ditch  at  the  rear  of  "Blank  House".  The  trouble  was 
ultimately  traced  to  the  Friarscroft  Laundry.  A  fracture  in  a  surface  v/ater 
drain  had  allowed  sewage  to  infiltrate.  The  defective  drain  was  made  good  and 
the  nuisance  abated. 

There  were  no  serious  stoppages  in  the  sewerage  system  during  the  year. 

The  small  sewage  disposal  plant  at  Spooner  Row  functioned  satisfactorily  during 
the  year.

Your  Council  has  no  scheme  in  operation  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  in  the 
district.  Arrangements  are  made  with  the  adjoining  Rural  District  Council  to  empty 
cesspools  when  necessary;  the  owners  of  the  properties  concerned  paying  the  Rural 
District  Council  direct  for  the  service. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour.  One  motor 
vehicle,  a  12  cubic  yard  "Karrier"  continued  to  give  good  service. 

There  is  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  in  the  town  scavenging  area  and 
a  monthly  collection  of  tins  and  bottles  only  in  two  rural  localities  of  the  district

Norwich  Road  -  as  far  as  the  "Old  Oak"  Public  House; 

Browick  Road  -  as  far  as  the  Council  Houses;

Cavick  Road  -  as  far  as  Johsnon's  Farm;  and 

To  the  north  of  the  Town,  Tuttles  Lane  is  roughly  the  limit  of 

collection.

Trade  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council's  Strayground  Lane  tip.  Controlled 
tipping  is  carried  out  as  and  when  suitable  and  sufficient  covering  material  is 
available.  There  was  one  complaint  from  the  Drainage  Board  re  tins  falling  into  the 
river  adjoining  the  tip.  The  trouble  is  caused  by  boys  gaining  access  to  the  tip 
and  throwing  the  tins  into  the  river. 

As  a  result  of  slum  clearance  and  conversions  the  number  of  pail  closets 
within  the  scavenging  area  has  been  reduced  from  81  to  77* 
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Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 


Regular  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  to  food  premises  of  all  types 
and  during  the  year  under  review  97  visits  of  inspection  were  made.

pinion:  The  organic  quality  of  this  water  is  good  and  the  chemical  analysis 
shows  no  sign  of  pollution.  The  water  is  hard,  as  is  to  be  expected 
from  its  origin.  The  total  hardness  is  approximately  25°  Clark,  and 
all  but  J>2  of  this  is  temporary.  The  reaction  of  the  water  is 
almost  exactly  neutral  and  the  free  carbonic  acid  content  is 
moderate,  so  that  this  water  would  not  be  expected  to  have  any 
corrosive  action.  The  water  contains  a  trace  of  iron,  which  though 
an  inconvenience  is  of  course  without  danger  to  health.  In  any  event, 
we  understand  that  this  water  is  treated  before  it  is  put  into  supply. 

The  mineral  analysis  shows  no  unusual  features.  The  fluorine  content 
is  very  low,  as  is  that  of  most  East  unglian  waters  derived  from  the 
chalk.  In  our  opinion  this  water,  if  treated  for  the  removal  of  iron 
and  with  some  reduction  in  the  total  hardness,  is  very  suitable  for 
drinking  and  general  purposes. 
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
